He has summoned South Caro­ 
lina voters to substitute New Deal 
Gov. Olin D. Johnston for the vet­ 
eran Ellison D. (Cotton Ed) Sm ith 
in the senate. Mr. Roosevelt favors 
renom ination of Sen. W illiam G. 
McAdoo, D„ Calif., although the 
New Deal itself is not a funda­ 
m ental issue there. 
N ext Sunday the President will 
invade M aryland in behalf of Rep. 
David J, Lewis, a New Deal Demo 
erat, who is opposing Tydings for 
senatorial nom ination.

The seed wheat first should be cleaned thoroughly to remove smut, 
chaff, smut balls, and shriveled^ 
kernels. The cleaned wheat is then 
treated with new improved Cere- 
san. 
One-half ounce of the chemical 
will treat one bushel of-seed. The 
wheat should be placed iii some 
kind of a container th at can be 
revolved so the Ceresan will coat 
all the kernels of grain.

School Child s Vision Should Be Investigated

opening of school, we have empha­ 
sized in previous articles this week

But, of course, the conscientious 
parents will think of many other 
things in connection with the physi­ 
cal welfare of the child that will 
need to be considered when It is 
faced with the extra responsibil- 
ties and burdens of school life. 
The eyes and the ears will be put 
jnder strain in school such as they 
lever had in the Irresponsible days 
if early childhood. 
Pope wrote, “Explore the thought, 
explain the asking eye,” and this 
night well be a motto for teach­ 
es. They must think of how much 
:he child sees if they are to explain 
tis behavior. 
One of the teacher

tor the Prevention of Blindness 
earned that the department of 
psychology of one of our stat uni­ 
versities was giving Intelligence 
Quotient tests to a gri up of school 
children.

He found

Poor Vision Limits Work 
Poor vision may limit excellency 
n school work in many ways. 
Wherever possible, parents should 
ae assured by their oculist that the 
child’s vision is efficient before 
itarting school work. While school 


hygiene workers do attem pt to 
make an examination of the schol­ 
ars' eyes, this is often done In a 
slipshod manner and is based en­ 
tirely on whether the child can read 
20/20 on a Luellen chart. 
Tests 
made under consistent standards of 
lighting are not attempted. 
I understand there is being con­ 
structed in one of our natural his­ 
tory museums a hall of animal be­ 
havior where the public may see 
how the world looks to different 
animals. For instance, a dog having 
no color discrimination, sees every­ 
thing as a pale gray. 
We should think of the school 
child in this way, and project our­ 
selves into his consciousness. Then 
we may be able to understand some 
of his deficiencies as a scholar.

W ASHINGTON, Aug. 30— (U P )—A griculture departm ent officials 
estim ated today th at the governm ent would lose up to $12,500,000 
through its new w heat export subsidy plan. 
This was revealed as the departm ent initiated the broadest subsidy 
program ever undertaken by offering exporters 100,000,000 bushels of 
w heat for sale abroad at com petitive world prices, 
The departm ent 
will absorb all losses on the transactions. 
The Federal Surplus Com m odities Corporation has begun the pur­ 
chase of w’heat and flour a t prevailing m arket prices, for 
resale to 
exporters at a price which will<$---------------------------------------------------- 
enable them to dispose of it abroad 
in com petition which C anada, the 
A rgentine and A ustralia. 
Losses sustained by the FSCC 
will be made up from section 32A 
of the AAA act. which set aside 30 
percent of custom receipts for dis­ 
posal of 
A gricultural 
surpluses. 
The FSCC has borrowed $30,000,000 
from the R econstruction Finance 
Corporation to finance w heat pur­ 
chases. 
A six hour conference between 
agriculture officials and 20 prom ­ 
inent grain dealers and exporters 
preceded the announcem ent of the 
subsidy program . 
The conference 
was reported to have developed 
a plan for an intensive sales cam ­ 
paign abroad for A m erican w heat. 
Program Explained 
As explained by A cting Secre­ 
ta ry of A griculture M. L. Wilson, 
the subsidy program would operate 
as follows: 
E xporter Jones would 


find a foreign buyer 
for 
10,000 
bushels of w heat at 60 cents a 
bushel, 
delivered 
in 
Liverpool. 
Jones would 
inform 
the 
FSCC 
th a t he would have to buy the 
w heat a t 46 cents a bushel in order 
to pay shipping costs and m ake 
a reasonable profit. 
The FSCC. 
which had paid A m erican farm ers 
65 cents a bushel, would sell it to 
the explorer at 46 cents and deduct 
the 19 cents a bushel from the cus­ 
toms fund.

the fact that, up to the present, 
the m ajor exporting nations are 
not cooperating in a general pro­ 
gram for m eeting the world w heat 
surplus problem .” 
The United S tates is com pleting 
the harvest of its second larg est 
w heat crop on record—956,000,000 
bushels. 
Adding a 154,000,000— 
bushel carryover a supply of 1,- 
110,000,000 bushels is available. 
T hat is 450,000,000 bushels m ore 
than norm al dom estic dem and. 
In order to rem ove as m uch of 
th at surplus as possible, W ilson 
said th a t the FSCC would continue 
indefinitely purchasing w heat and 
flour in the dom estic m arket for 
subsidized sale abroad.
